LINES OF ACTION ‘ 

T WAS THE FAILURE ofthe United 

States China policy which brought the 
U.S. abruptly up against the necessity of 
making great decisions in the. rest of Asia 
Not the least of the unhappy consequences 
of trying to “contain” communism by sub 
sidizing anti-Communists all around the 
vast periphery of the Soviet Union is that 
once the containing wall is breached, there 
is no telling where is the next line of effec 
tive containment and where the base at 
which to rally and recover. For in practice | 
the policy of peripheral containment is -one 
of fortifying all the outposts and neglect 
ing the citadels. 

In the case of Chiang, the United States 
allowed herself to be seduced and black 
mailed into reinforcing his war against the 
Communists at the expense of reform and 
reconstruction in the immense territories 
which he held. If the United States 
does not learn the -lessons of this 
trophic failure, she is, I am convinced,| 
doomed to repeat it in the resteof Asia.

T WAS THE FAILURE ofthe United 
States. China. policy which brought the

During the Second World War, 
the ship was seized by the Ger- 
mans and kept in harbor in Hol- 
land. There, the ship was victim 
of an Allied bombing raid. She 
was hit and sunk. At the time, 
the ship was considered to be a 
total loss. 

In 1947, however, it was de 
cided to attempt salvage of the 
vessel. The ship was refloated 
and rebuilt. So thorough was 
the rebuilding, in fact, that only 
the hull of the old ship was re 
tained
